“Tubereulosla contra) {yas nie- 
cagary today to the eltizens. af 
Maine as It has been during past 
years. when It stood aloné as a 
major cause of death,” Dr ‘Thomas 
A Foster, Portland, president of 
the Malone Tuberculosty Assoctation, 
stated today In announcing the op- 
ening of the 45th annual sale of 
Tubercnlosis Christmas Scala next 
Monday, November 19, 

"Beehuse the number of deaths: 
from tuberculosis hax been reduc. 
éd.” Dr Foster sald, “many people 
wrongly feel that the disease Is loss 
Important: This Is a real mistake 
and could lead to trouble, for, once 
the campaign. of control ta relaxed, 
fin Increase could easily occur be- 
cause of the communieability of 
the disease. 

“The facta are that tuberculogia: 
It ati the leading public health 
problem by almost every measures 


Ement, If deserves aur continued fn- 


terest and respect. 

“Firat” he continued, “by the 
measure of tomiminieabiiity ft 
leads all other infectious -- and 
therefore preventable: diseases nx 
a cause of death, netually causing 
mote deathy than all other infer 
Hour dlaensés together. 

“Secondly,” be stated, “tibereu- 
losis strikes In the yourtgeat age 
Rroup of all the seven Jeading cans: 
es of death, and Qherefore must be 
given high rating when the number 
of working years lok from dldeas- 
ex Ja used ag a measure, The avers 
age oge of denth of tuberculost, 
victinga la 42 years ay opposed to an 
averige of 30 yours for the other 
six fending causes of deatls, 

“Next, in terma of cout to tn- 
dividuals nnd taxpayers, the long 
thy hospitalization and expensive 
trestments place it cmeng the moat 
expansive of cl diseases.” 

Or Foster concluded by #oying 
that, “When the costa tn terms of 
foss of carning power and produe- 
tive capacity of individual yictini, 
the social loasea in term of broken 
hones and (helr conaequencea, and 
the personal dlatress of pationts 
and their families, are added to the 
other merasuroa tubterculons cone 
hnurs our miter public health 
prohtem.”
